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Trustees to receive 
Lue Allred decision

An expensive, four - day hearing into the dismissal of Business 
Management teacher, Lue Allred, ended Monday, giving state officer 
-lohn Willd until May 7 to return with a,recommendation. 


It is not until May 15, how- 
ever, when the Board of Trustees 
must act on that recommen- 
dation, that Allred’s -teaching 
career at SAC will be decided. 

Should the decision go against 
Allred, she may take her case to 
Superior Court. 

The hearing, estimated to jhave 
cost taxpayers $1500 per day, 
centered around the dismissal of 
Allred on. the grounds that ad- 
ministrative evaluations showed: 
‘' —her method of. presentation 
was inadequate; 

—she failed to use working 
hours properly; 

—she failed to respond positiv- 
ely to suggestions; 

—she manifested 
sional conduct. 

Allred, how- 
ever, who must 
be rehired to | 
achieve her 
teaching tenure, 
felt that her dis- 
missal came asa | 
result of a per- @ 
sonal vendetta @ 
between her and 
Dean of Busin- 
ess, Richard

Iryne Black, argued in her 
closing statement Monday that 
Allred at no time endeavored to 
improve her teaching methods, 
despite a sub - par evaluation in 
the Spring of 1973. 

Black argued that, while the 
Board of Trustees does not 
expect any teacher to be totally 
inspiring, it does expect a poten- 
tial for growth, and an openness 
to suggestions. 


Allred’s attorney, William Hol- 
den, ' however, attempted to 
point out that there were 
extreme inconsistencies between 
the evaluations, and her actual 
classroom performance. 

Attempting to refute a charge 
that Allred did not involve all of 


her students properly in class- ‘ 


room discussions last spring, 
Holden pointed out that every 
student witness testified that Al- 
Ired did make every effort to in- 
volve all students. 

It was that charge that 
apparently led to Allred’s being 
placed on ‘Plan B,”’ a pragram 
intended to indicate to the 
teacher that, should improve- 
ment not be noted, he or she 
would be considered for termin- 
ation.

Memo to SAC faculty brings 
fast reply from el DON editor

A recent memo detailing methods of dealing with 
the press was distributed to all staff members at SAC. 
by Stew Case, community services director. 

Although not authored by Case, the 12 guidelines 
apparently have his endorsement and could be of 
benefit to many persons on campus who are overly 
shy in their encounters with reporters. 

However, | must take exception with two of the 
points raised in the memo; two points which reflect a 
Watergate cover-up type mentality and could have 
easily been authored by Ron Ziegler himself. 

Staff members are warned, via the memo, that 
“Nothing is off the record. A reporter is not engaging 
in a private conversation. He is news gathering. That's 
his job.” 

| seriously believe that by the time most of us 
reach the age of 18 we know what a reporter's job is; 
we don’t need to be told. But to declare that 
“nothing is off the record” is to intentionally mislead 
the public. It accuses me and most other members of 
the journalism profession of being blatant liars; a 
charge which demands rebuttal. 

On numerous occasions in the past | have 
obtained information from sources on-an “off the 
record” or “background” basis. In each and every 


case | have respected the desires of my sources to 
remain anonymous, and all el DON reporters have 
heen instructed likewise. 

Armed with ‘‘background”’ information, we make 
every effort possible to locate a second source who is 
willing to confirm the report ‘‘on the record.” 

Case’s memo also advises staff members that 
“When a reporter calls you, he may just have 
completed a call to another staff member. Apparent 
contradictions in the information could be the focus 
of his story unless a “clearinghouse” helps keep the 
story straight.” 

A “clearinghouse?” What is a ‘‘clearinghouse?’’ 
Should one be established at SAC? Is Case proposing 
that he, as the college’s public relations man, be 
placed in charge of such an operation? After all, we 
certainly don’t want to see any ‘apparent 
contradictions in information” 
DON, Register or Los Angeles Times, do we? 

| urge each and every person involved with this 
campus to re-examine your relationships with the 
press and specifically el DON. 

Our masthead reads, ‘‘With one aim - to serve 
student and college,” and we can not live up to that 
ideal without freedom of information. 

Do not let the disenchantments of a public 
relations man stem the flow of ideas and discovery

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Santa Ana Junior College in 1915 


We Santa Ana Collegestudents are invited to take a reminiscing 
glance of years hence gone by layed aside in the top dresser drawer. 


The city of Santa Ana and a small handful of educators decided 
to open a junior college in 1915. Two weeks later, SAJC was opéned 
and became the fifth public junior college in California and one of 
19 in the United States. 


The original student body consisted of only 25 students, which is 
quite a contrast in size to the present one of 10,000-plus. 


Until the 1933 earthquake which caused the buildings to be 
declared unsafe, the college originally shared the facilities of Santa 
Ana High School. 


The school then moved to another campus located at Tenth and 
Main Streets. The classroom buildings consisted of temporary 
bungalows that weren't esthetically beautiful, but a university level 
quality of education and a hunger for knowledge were inside of 
them. 


In 1945, the Board of Education took steps to acquire a new 
junior college site located at Bristol and 17th Streets. The site, 48 
acres, was purchased for $187,510.

Occupation of our present day campus occurred in February 
1947, resulting in a better campus, a larger student body and a desire 
to progress and mature. 


SAC developed its own traditions along the way. Many of them 
still exist today, yet some of the traditions do not exist anymore, or 
they were renamed. 


For example, in 1916 a ‘‘ditch’”’ day was sponsored. The students 
and faculty usually drove to Laguna Beach for a picnic and a 
volleyball game. Moreover, an annual fiesta was also a major event 
for many years. 


The yearbook, the Algol, was started in 1921 and was late! 
renamed Del Ano because the students voted to acknowledge our 
Spanish heritage. The school colors were then changed from blue 
and gold to red and black, and the terminology for the students 
became Don and Dona. Every Don and Dona read and kept a copy 
of the “Frosh Bible,”” which is now known as the Student 
Handbook. 


_~4 Santa Ana College pioneered its way through the 59 years of its
